In a n interesting a rticle, a ppea ring in 
Sunda y’s Press, H. B. Meller, hea d of the 
Air Pollution Burea u, a nd B. L. Sisson, 
industria l fellow of the Mellon Institute, 
stressed the need for a definite tie-up 
between these two grea t underta kings. 
Slum 
era dica tion, they 
pointed 
out, 
will not be successful unless it is a ccom­ 
pa nied by smoke a ba tement. 
Slums usu­ 
a lly a re found in the v icinity of grea t in­ 
dustria l districts— a s in Pittsburgh. The 
smoke deposit from these fa ctories fa lls 
most hea v ily in the slum a rea s, a nd ta ke 
their grea test toll in hea lth a nd clea nli­ 
ness there. 
Accordingly, to remov e a ll of the ev ils 
of slum life— which mea ns to get rid of 
slum grime, of the pestilences tha t ta ke 
their toll from a mong slum dwellers— it 
is necessa ry to get rid of the polluted a ir, 
a long with the polluted buildings. Other­ 
wise, the new buildings tha t a re intended 
to repla ce slums will 
become, 
in the 
spa ce of a few' yea rs, tenements a s grim­ 
ly a s their predecessors of toda y. 
And 
the ill hea lth tha t slums inev ita bly breed 
will continue unchecked. 
Ha v ing pointed out the ev il, Messrs, 
Meller a nd Sisson a lso offer the remedy. 
Grea ter efforts should be ma de, they sa y, 
to elimina te the smoke ev il a t its source. 
Offending fa ctories, office buildings a nd 
homes should be induced to insta ll sa tis­ 
fa ctory hea ting equipment. 
Loca l ordi­ 
na nces should be ena cted to help the a t­ 
ta ck on this front. 
Mea nw'hile .housing a tuhorities, 
both 
federa l a nd loca l, should ma ke sure tha t 
their new' construction includes hea ting 
equipment tha t will produce the lea st 
a mount of smoke. 
The tw'o experts sug­ 
gest tha t no loa ns for new housing be 
ma de 
unless certa in 
conditions, 
a s 
to 
fuel-burning a ppa ra tus, be met. 
Fina lly, they suggest the a ppointment 
of a committee or commission, to repre­ 
sent such 
a gencies 
a s 
the Burea u of 
Mines, Burea u of Sta nda rds a nd the Pub­ 
lic Hea lth 
Serv ice. 
This 
group could 
superv ise the w’ork being done to elimi­ 
na te the smoke ev il, a long Muth the slum 
ev il. 
It could 
a ct 
a s a co-ordina ting 
body in a ca use where co-ordina tion is es­ 
sentia l to success. 
The mei'its of the progra m Mr. Meilei 
a nd Mr. Sisson ha v e suggested a re too 
obv ious to go unnoticed. 
They should be 
ta ken up a nd giv en serious considera tion 
— both in Pittsburgh a nd in Wa shington. 
For, a s these experts point out, it will do 
little good to elimin ate the on e evil with­ 
out termin atin g the other at the same 
time. 
The relation ship between the tw'o 
is too close to allow for in d ivid ual cam- 
gain s again st each. 
The attack must be 
join tly mad e, to in sure the greatest suc­ 
cess.

struction work in other industries, bring­ 
ing the total to 3,600,000. 
Managerial, 
professional and office workers constitut­ 
ed less than 12 per cent of these. 
The 
ratio was 7 or 8 wage earners to 
1 
‘‘white-collar” employ e. 
Again, it is realiably estimated that 
for every vorker actually employ ed on a 
building job, another worker is employ ed 
behind the line in industries supply ing 
necessary supplies.

Collapses at Dinner In

minister to Dublin, who died at the 
very climax of his brilliant career.

McDowell, 
American minister to the Irish Free 
State, collapsed at an official ban­ 
quet given in his honor last night 
and died within a few minutes. 
The death caused such confusion 
that the identity of the dead man 
was not established definitely for 
some time. 
He was responding to speeches of 
congratulation. The minister falter­ 
ed and colapsed of a heart attack. 
President de Valera, who was slt- 
sing beside the minister, and sev­ 
eral ,other persons at the table gave 
his assistance but he died within 
a few minutes. 
A statement isued at the Ameri­ 
can legation said: 
“ The 
American 
legation 
deeply 
regrets to announce the death of 
the United States minister to the 
Irish Free State. 
“ The minister was seen to be­ 
come suddenly ill while acknowledg­ 
ing words of welcome addressed 
to him by President de Valera at 
a dinner given in the minister’s 
honor by the president of the ex­ 
ecutive council.” 
The banquet was held at Dublin 
Castle, which was illuminated by 
flood lights for the occasion. 
Ministers 
and members of the 
diplomatic corps,

govern­ 
ment officials, attended. 
The function was not open to 
newspaper corespondents. 
William 
Wallace 
McDowell 
of 
Dublin Gulch, Butte, Montana, was 
appointed 
minister 
to 
the 
Irish 
Free State September 13, 19 33, to 
succeed Frederick A. Sterling who 
was transferred to Bulgaria. 
He arrived In Dublin March 20 
and was greeted by President De 
Valera and other government offici­ 
als. 
He 
presented 
his 
credentials 
March 27 directly to President De 
Valera Instead of to the represent­ 
ative of the king as had been cus­ 
tomary in the past. 
His action first was described in 
some quarters as a “ snub’ to King 
George and the British fovernment. 
However, in his report to the 
state department, McDowell taid a 
responsible 
official 
of 
the 
Irish 
Free Government informed the le­ 
gation that the presentation of cre­ 
dentials 
to

president

than to the governor general had 
been discussed between Irish and 
British authorities and agreed to 
by the king. 
McDowell was born ki Trenton, 
Tenn., 67 y ears ago.

Roosevelt, 
of 
Todhunter 
school, 
New' York City , first lady of the 
land. 
More than four thousand lay men 
and teachers jammed Memorial Hall 
to standing 
room 
capacity 
while 
hundreds of others waited outside 
in an intermittent April drizzle to 
catch sight of Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Speak ing extemporaneously from 
a handful of notes, Mrs. Roosevelt 
Invok ed educational reforms In this 
“period of change” through which 
her husband is leading the nation 
“It is the teacher who must un­ 
derstand that change and interpret 
it so es to be useful to the future 
of our country ,” she said. 
“What 
we need now Is the ability to co­ 
operate with each other, for the 
good of the whole nation.” 
The topic assigned Mrs. Roose­ 
velt 
W'as 
‘‘Teachers 
and 
Their 
Proper 
Preparation,’’ 
but 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s address touched upon a 
multitude of questions related to 
education. 
She confessed at one 
point: ‘T’m afraid I’m getting off 
on my particular hobby too much.” 
That was after she extolled the 
merits of reading aloud to pupils. 
‘‘Flconomlze,” she said “but not 
on teachers’ salaries, nor on book s 
or equipment. 
She expressed sy mpathy for tax­ 
pay ers but Added, “there has- been 
no w'aste in salaries to teachers 
nor in 
equipment, 
but 
we 
have 
thought that brick and mortar and 
marble mak e a good school. 
They 
don’t.” 
She pleaded for equal rights for 
men and women teachers, arguing 
they 
should 
be judged 
on 
their 
merits as teachers. 
In a message to the conference, 
former Gov. Alfred 
E. 
Smith of 
New York said the task of provid­ 
ing adequate school facilities be­ 
longs to the state alone. 
He cau­ 
tioned that federal financial aid for 
schools might result in federal con­ 
trol of them.
